Here lie t he remains of (iallaudct, 
Alice Cogswell, who died at th. 
of twenty-five years, and only lived 
seventeen days after the death of her 
father, to whom she was so strongly 
attached. 

Here, also, are the graves of Lewis 
Weld, Laurent ClerC, Collins Stone, 
and Mr. Peel. W. W. Turner is 
buried in the new cemetery, in another 
part of the city. 

Formerly there was a service in 

the chapel at the close of the after- 
noon session. 

Now the teachers have prayed in 
the study rooms, after they are 
through with their studies, ami before 
retiring. 

I was much pleased with everything 
I saw there, and think that the deaf- 
mute children in New England should 
be sent there. There is nothing lack 
ing which can be done for their 
education.

His other re- 
marks on Paris were confined to the 
persons he met, and the cost of 
things, the pay of people and the 

manner in which business was con- 
ducted by Parisian shop-keepers.
